LONDON  (AP)  -  Front-runner  James 
Callaghan  and  four  other  cabinet  ministers  threw 
their  hats  in  the  ring  Wednesday  for  Harold 
Wilson’s  job  as  prime  minister  and  leader  of  the 
Labor  party. 

Callaghan,  the  moderate,  63-year-old  foreign 
minister,  seems  to  have  the  support  of  Pboth  the 
left  and  right  wings  of  the  party  and  therefore 
appears  most  likely  to  succeed  Wilson,  who  said 
Tuesday  he  was  stepping  down  because  of  age. 
Wilson  is  60. 

The  others  who  announced  their  candidacies 
for  Wilson’s  post  were  Energy  Secretary  Tony 
Benn  and  Employment  Secretary  Michael  Foot, 
both  left-wingers,  Home  Secretary  Roy  Jenkins 
and  Environment  Sscretary  Anthony  Crosland. 
The  317  Laborites  in  the  635-seat  House  of 
Commons  are  to  make  their  choice  next  week. 

Stock  prices  dropped  on  the  London  exchange 
following  Benn’s  candidacy  announcement,  but 
the  pound  sterling  held  steady  under  what  some 


dealers  believed  was  government  support  buying. 

“If  he  gets  the  job,  fly  for  the  hills,” 
commented  one  stockbroker  after  Benn,  a 
50-year-old  former  peer  who  dropped  his  title 
and  shortened  his  name  to  become  a  radical 
leader,  made  his  announcement.  Benn  is  a 
well-known  advocate  of  further  state  and  worker 
control  over  industry. 

Political  observers  did  not  consider  either  Benn 
or  Foot,  62,  likely  choices  to  succeed  Wilson  on 
grounds  their  advocacy  of  radical  leftist  policies 
tended  to  alienate  them  with  many  of  Britain’s 
40  million  voters. 

Jenkins,  55,  is  a  right-winger  and  has  great 
appeal  among  party  moderates  who  make  up  the 
largest  Labor  bloc  in  Parliament.  However,  he 
can  expect  stiff  opposition  from  the  left. 

Crosland,  57,  is  a  dark  horse  but  some  consider 
him  a  possible  compromise  candidate. 

Although  Wilson’s  resignation  doesn’t 
automatically  mean  a  general  election,  whoever 


succeeds  him  may  decide  to  seek  a  mandate  of 
his  own  later  this  year  if  he  manages  to  improve 
the  economy.  Wilson’s  five-year  term  was  not  to 
expire  until  October  1979. 

The  British  currency  has  dropped  to  an 
all-time  low  and  inflation  is  running  at  25  per 
cent  yearly,  the  highest  in  the  industrialized 
world.  The  Labor  party  is  badly  split  between  its 
left  and  right  wings,  mainly  over  how  to  solve 
the  economic  crisis. 

But  the  resignation  is  not  expected  to  have 
repercussions  in  Britain’s  dealings  with  other 
countries.  As  evidence  of  this,  the  Foreign  Office 
announced  Wednesday  that  Saviet  Foreign 
Minister  Andrei  A.  Gromyko’s  planned  visit  to 
Britain  next  week  will  go  ahead  as  scheduled. 

Gromyko  flies  into  London  Monday  on  an 
official  four-day  visit  and  still  plans  to  meet 
Wilson.  Callghan  will  be  the  first  government 
official  to  have  talks  with  Gromyko,  within 
hours  of  his  arrival.

The  only  building  in  the  U.S.  ever  designed 
and  built  especially  for  the  preparation  and 
study  of  dinosaurs  is  nearing  completion  at 
BYU. 

The  Vetebrate  Paleontology  Preparation 
Laboratory  located  west  of  Cougar  Stadium 
will  probably  be  completed  in  April,  said  Dr. 
James  Jensen,  curator  of  the  Earth  Science 
Museum.  Since  1972  the  lab  has  been  in  the 
old  Page  School. 

“In  1972  in  a  Colorado  quarry,  I 
discovered  the  world’s  biggest  dinosaur,”  Dr. 
Jensen  said.  The  50-foot  tall  speciman  will  be 
assembled  in  sections  in  the  32-foot  tall  lab. 
The  extraction  of  the  dinosaur  bones  and 
rocks  is  still  in  process  and  will  take  several 
years  to  complete,  Dr.  Jensen  added. 

Because  the  un-named  dinosaur  has 
shoulder  blades  eight  feet  long  and  a  neck 
vertebrae  measuring  four  feet  tall  and  five 
feet  long,  the  lab  equipment  includes  a

WASHINGTON  -  The 
Pentagon  said  today  it  wants 
to  close  or  cut  back  80  Navy 
and  other  military  bases, 
which  would  result  in 
possible  job  losses  for  nearly 
7,000  civilian  workers  and 
service  personnel. 

The  cutbacks  would  affect 
74  Navy  installations,  many 
of  them  small  reserve  centers, 
and  six  activities  of  the 
Defense  Supply  Agency,  the 
Defense  Mapping  Agency 
and  the  A  rmy .  The 
installations  are  in  29  states, 
the  District  of  Columbia, 
Guam  and  Puerto  Rico.

Nurses  urged 
to  do  research

Research  in  nursing  is  designed  to 
gather  data,  evaluate  jt  and  then  to 
find  solutions  for  the  problems 
encountered  in  nursing. 

Such  is  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Harriet  H. 
Werley,  nursing  research  advocate, 
who  stressed,  the  importance  of 
research  in  her  address  Tuesday  at  the 
annual  Nursing  Research  Conference 
in  the  Wilkinson  Center. 

Dr.  Werley  advised  the  faculty 
present  to  find  time  for  research. 
Some  have  problems  in  taking  the  time 
necessary  to  discover  new  solutions 
she  said. 

“This  must  be  resolved  so  that  we 
can  give  proper  dimensions  to  the 
importance  of  research,”  she  said. 

Dr.  Werley  added  there  aren’t 
enough  prepared  researchers,  although 
the  number  is  increasing. 

Currently  serving  as  the  associate 
dean  for  research  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  Medical  Center  College  of 


Nursing  in  Chicago,  Dr.  Werley  stated 
in  an  interview  with  the  Universe  this 
is  her  third  experience  in  setting  up 
research  centers. 

She  first  developed  the  department 
of  nursing  research  within  the  Walter 
Reed  Army  Institute  of  Research  in 
the  late  fifties.  There  she  initiated 
programs  to  develop  potential  research 
nurses  in  the  Army. 

After  receiving  her  Ph.D.  in 
psychology  from  the  University  of 
Utah  in  1969,  Dr.  Werley  assumed  the 
position  as  director  of  the  Center  for 
Health  Research  at  Wayne  State 
University  in  Detroit,  Mich. 

Her  major  emphasis  in  research  has 
been  referral  l^a(th  care,  along  with 
family  planning  and  populations 
studies. 

In  her  work  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  Medical  Center,  she  stated  that 
she  is  primarily  concerned  with 
referral  health  care.  This  involves  the 
transferring  of  a  patient  from  the 
hospital  to  the  home  at  the  suggestion 
of  medical  personnel.

Dr.  Hintze,  chairman  of  the 
Utah  County  Earthquake 
Awareness  Committee,  said 
some  structures  in  the  county 
have  been  built  over  the 
Wasatch  Fault  which  runs 
along  the  western  base  of  the 
Wasatch Ktoun tain  range. 

“We  must  keep  our  guard 
up  and  be  concerned  about 
planning  so  that  we  don’t 
locate  important  structures 
such  as  dams,  reservoirs,

hospitals,  power  plants, 
bridges  and  so  forth  along 
fault  lines,”  Hintze  said. 

Dr.  Hintze  says  he  and 
other  scientists  do  not  want 
to  scare  the  public,  but  they 
do  want  people  to  be  aware 
of  existing  data  and  use  it  in 
planning  for  the  future. 

It’s  just  as  important  to  be 
prepared  in  advance  as  to 
know  the  exact  tirne  of  am 
earthquake,  he  said. 

“Knowing  the  hour  and  the 
day  can  save  lives,  but  we  can 
achieve  the  same  effect 
through  proper  planning,” 
Dr.  Hintze  said.

In  the  1891-92  school  year, 
the  academic  department  of 
BYA  expanded  to  include 
high  school  graduates.  It 
included  courses  in 
psychology,  history  and 
physical  geography. 

In  1896,  BYA  started  a 
collegiate  department  for 
higher  education  in  the  arts 
and  sciences.  Degrees  were 
offered  in  four  fields: 
pedogogy,  science,  letters  and 
philosophy. 

The  beginnings  of  the 
Archaeology  Department 
appeared  in  1900  —  although 
it  would  not  be  established 
for  45  years  -  with  a 
proposal  for  a  South 
American  expendition. 

In  the  fall  of  1902 


departments  were  organized 
for  the  first  time.  One  of 
these  was  the  Department  of 
History  and  Sociology, 
offering  courses  in  history, 
sociology,  law  and 
economics.  The  Department 
of  Pedogogy  offered 
psychology  courses. 

In  1908-09  name  changes 
of  the  departments  occurred 
as  history,  sociology  and 
economics  were  grouped 
under  the  Department  of 
History  and  Social  Sciences. 

This  year  saw  the 
establishment  of  the 
Department  of  Geological 
Sciences,  where  geography 
had  its  beginning.

Also  in  the  1911-12  the 
Department  of  History  and 
Social -Sciences  was  divided 
into  two  departments,  the 
Department  of  History  and 
Government  and  the 
Department  of  Economics, 
Sociology  and  Commerce.

George  H.  Brimhall, 
according  .  to  Grasser,  “the 
character  of  the  departments 
after  much  experimenting 
had  been  determined.'”  The 
basic  courses  were  firmly 
established  and  the  total 
offerings  within  the 
Departments  of  History  and 
Political  Science,  Economics 
and  Sociology,  Psychology, 
Geology  and  Geography  had 
increased  from  less  than  10  to 
almost  50.  The  full-time 
faculty  had  also  increased 
from  three  to  nine.” 

Additions  in  faculty  and 
expanded  course  and  degree 
offerings  came  in  the 
following  years.  Graduate 
courses  were  added.  Under 
the  24-year  administration 
(1921-1945)  of  Pres.  Franklin 
S.  Harris,  40  master’s  degrees 
were  awarded  in  the  social 


science  fields.  The  number  of 
bachelor’s  degrees  in  these 
subjects  increased  from  less 
than  10  during  the  president’s 
early  years  to  more  than  35 
in  1936. 

The  Department  of 
Archaeology  was  established 
in'  1945  and  had  a  twofold 
purpose  of  instruction  and 
research  >and  publication.  A 
separate  listing  of 
archaeology  courses  first 
appeared  in  the  1947-48 
school  year. 

The  creation  of  the  College 
of  Humanities  and  Social 
Sciences  occurred  in  1954-55 
with  Dr.  Ashael  Woodruff 
named  as  dean.  The  college 
included  the  departments  of 
archaeology,  English,  history, 
journalism,  modern  and 
classical  languages,  political 
science,  psychology  and 
sociology. 

The  Department  of 
Geography  was  also 
established  that  year  and 
transferred  to  the  new  school. 

In  the  fall  of  1957  the 
university  initiated  a  Ph.D. 
program  in  eight  fields  with 
history,  psychology  and 
sociology  among  them. 

“By  1960,  the  departments 
comprising  the  future  College 
of  Social  Sciences  had  grown. 
The  enrollment  in  classes 
offered  by  the  departments 
was  over  1,500,”  Grasser 
stated,  and  more  than  200 
students  received  degrees 
from  these  departments  that 
June. 

In  the  1961-62  -academic 
year,  the  Department  of 
Sociology  was  expanded  to 
include  anthropology  and 
renamed  the  Department  of 
Sociology  and  Anthropology. 

This  year  an  Economics 
Department  was  added  to  the 
college. 


The  Political  Science 
Department  began  the  first  of 
several  specialized  programs 
incorporated  under  the 
College  of  Social  Sciences, 
the  Institute  of  Government 
Service. 

The  Asian  Studies  program, 
the  second  inter-departmental 
program  was  created  in  1962. 

In  the  fall  of  1964  two 
more  programs  began, 
International  Relations  and 
Russian  Studies.  Russian 
Studies  was  expanded  into 


European  studies  in  1968. 

In  April  1965  the  College 
of  Social  Science  was 
established.  It  would,  begin 
functioning  June  1,  1965. 

Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
said  that  it  was  being  formed 
in  order  to  provide  for  more 
efficient  use  of  these 
departments,  according  to 
Grasser.  In  its  first  year  of 
operation  it  enrolled  over 
4,000  students,  almost  triple 
the  number  of  students 


taking  these  courses  five  years 
earlier. 

“The  new  college  was  to 
provide  the  basis  of  a  broad 
education  for  all  students  and 
an  in-depth  training  for 
students  specifically  enrolled 
in  the  respective  departments 
of  the  college,”  stated 
Grasser. 

In  the  fall  of  1968,  three 
more  departments  were 
established:  European 
Studies,  Law  Enforcement 
and  Social  Work.

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Cities  dying,  execs  say 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Ine  fight  being  waged  by  the 
nation  s  municipal  leaders  for 
preservation  of  revenue- 
sharing  is  seen  by  many  of 
them  as  the  last  battle 
between  the  cities  and  ruin. 

The  cities,  with  large 
concentrations  of  industrial 
and  construction  workers, 
minorities,  elderly  people  left 
behind  in  the  rush  to 
suburbia,  are  hardest  hit  by 
recession  and  inflation  and 
slowest  to  recover. 
Brightening  economic 
indicators  are  little  solace. 


In  a  speech  Monday  to 
2,000  city  officials  gathered 
here.  President  Ford  spoke  of 
“the  pace  and  the  strength  of 
our  current  economic 
recovery.”  But  city  officials 
say  it  hasn’t  reached  them 
yet. 

While  the  national 
unemployment  rate  is  down 
to  7.6  per  cent,  the  mayors 
say  it  is  as  high  as  45  per  cent 
in  some  inner  cities.  At  the 
same  time,  working  persons 
are  fleeing  to  the  suburbs  and 
the  cities’  tax  bases  are 
eroding.  Many  say  they  have

—  their  citizens  can  stand  no 

Reserves,  borrowing  power 
and  taxpayer  patience  are 
running  out,  most  cities  are 
heading  toward  tax  increases 

—  some  of  30  per  cent  or 
more.  The  crisis  is  reaching 
prosperous  suburbs  where 
income  can  no  longer  keep  up 
with  costs  and  where  schools 
are  being  cut  back. 

The  cities  and  counties, 
reaching  what  many  of  them 
claim  is  a  depression  rather 
than  a  recession,  are  caught  in 
an  election  year  tussle 
between  Congress  and  the 
President. 

Local  officials  suggested  a 
year  ago  that  a  federal 
antirecession  program  be 
adopted  to  pump  recovery 
funds-  into  the  cities,  which 
were  suffering  the  most 
unemployment.  Congress 
passed  a  $6-billion  jobs  bill  ' 


revenue-sharing  dollars  by  24 
per  cent.  Ford  has  proposed 
an  extension  that  would  add 
about  $1  billion  over  5  3/4 
years,  but  the  Democratic 
version  being  drafted  in 
Congress  would  hold  grants 
to  1976  levels. 

Meanwhile,  the  House 
intergovernmental  relations 
subcommittee,  working  on  a 
measure  to  extend  the 
program,  voted  oh  Monday  to 
turn  over  funding  for 
revenue-sharing  programs  to 
the  House  Appropriations 
Committee.  That  would 
require  the  appropriation 
panel  to  give  approval  each 
year  for  money  sent  to 
localities  under  the 
revenue-sharing  program,  a 
procedure  that  critics  of 
revenue-sharing  say  is 
necessary  to  provide  some 
check  on  how  localities  are 
using  the  money.

The  Road  Agents  have  been  together  “about  a 
year  now.”  They  mix  their  own  “blood”  and  load 
their  own  rock  salt  ammunition  for  the  shooting 
stunts.  A  trigger-happy  bunch,  they  use  up  a  lot  of 
blanks  during  a  show. 

A  leather  vest  is  worn  under  the  shirt  in  the 


shooting  stunts.  A  “blood  bag”  is  taped  to  the 
leather  in  the  spot  where  the  victim  is  to  be  shot. 
Shells  loaded  with  rock  salt  are  used  to  burst  the 
blood  bag.  The  rock  salt  is  used  in  case  the  shooter 
■misses  the  leather,  as  sometimes  happens.  Rock 
salt  doesn’t  have  to  be  surgically  removed,  as  it 
dissolves  into  the  bloodstream,  and  will  not  cause 
infection.  The  only  drawback  is  “it  stings  like 
heckl” 

Blood  bag 

When  the  victim  >Mgets  it  in  the  head,”  he 
naturally  claps  his  hand  (where  he  holds  a  small 
blood  bag)  to  the  “wound,”  causing  a  nice  splatter 
of  blood. 

The  hanging  is  done  with  a  harness  around  the 
shoulders  and  under  the  arms.  The  rope  is  attached 
only  to  the  harness.  The  noose  is  loose  on  the  rope 
and  never  gets  taut. 

The  Road  Agents  say  it’s  a  hobby  they  do  “for 
fun,  like  skiing  or  cycling,”  but  their  stunts  are  so 
realistic  there  are  always  a  few  tense  moments 
following  a  Shooting  or  a  fall  from  the  roof  while 
everyone  waits  for  the  victim  to  get  up  and  smile. 

They  should  smile.  If  it  weren’t  all  in  fun,  they 
would  all  be  six  feet  under  on  Boot  Hill.

The  Harold  B.  Lee  Library  and  the  BYU  English 
Department  are  sponsoring  the  forum  entitled,  “Green  Beans 
and  Golden  Gaters:  the  Folklore  of  Mormon  Missionaries.” 

Dr.  William  A.  Wilson,  former  president  of  the  Folklore 
Society  of  Utah  and  Dr.  John  B.  Harris,  both  associate 
professors  of  English,  are  the  speakers. 


Spiritual  and  otherwise 


They  will  tell  stories  about  the  rigors  of  mission  life, 
initiation  rites,  missionary  slang,  remarkable  spiritual  events 
and  missionary  heroes  and  anti-heroes. 

“All  of  the  tales  are  revealing  of  the  rich  human  experience 
of  thousands  of  missionaries  who,  in  their  human  frailities 
and  divine  inspiration,  have  preached  the  restoration  to  the 
world,”  said  Blaine  H.  Hall,  chairman  of  the  literary  forum 
committee. 

The  stories  show  missionaries  letting  off  steam,  each 
shouldering  his  responsibility  to  do  his  duty  and  finding  the 
courage  to  go  to  just  one  more  door  in  spite  of  rebuffs  all 
day,  added  Hall.

SAN  DIEGO  (AP)  -  The  National  Football  League  owners 
have  awarded  Super  Bowl  XII  to  New  Orleans,  set  the  dates 
of  veteran,  and  collegiate  drafts  and  decided  not  to  expand 
this  season. 

The  action  Tuesday  settles  some  questions  but  leaves 
Memphis  and  Birmingham  still  without  franchises. 

Memphis  particularly  staged  an  active  campaign  to  gain 
admission  to  the  league,  but  Commissioner  Pete  Rozelle  said 
the  clubs  decided  there  could  be  no  expansion  at  this  time 
past  the  28  clubs  that  will  be  active  in  1976. 

The  owners  set  March  30-31  for  the  long-delayed  veteran 
draft  for  the  new  clubs  at  Tampa  Bay  and  Seattle.  The 
collegiate  draft  will  be  April  8-9. 

New  Orleans  was  awarded  the  Super  Bowl  XII  for  Jan.  15, 
1978. 

The  new  superdome  in  the  Lousiana  city  won  on  the 
fourth  ballot,  gaining  the  required  2 1  votes. 

The  1977  Super  Bowl  will  be  held  at  the  Rose  Bowl  in 
Pasadena. 

Rozelle  said  he  could  not  comment  on  the  class  action  suit 
filed  Tuesday  by  players  claiming  they  had  been  damaged  by 
the  league’s  compensation  rule. 

Under  the  compensation  rule,  a  team  losing  a  player  is 
coniperisated  by  the  team  signing  the;  player.

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Findings  differ  in  TV  violence  studies

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Two 
vio  1  e  n  c  e-on-T  V  studies 
commissioned  by  ABC  are 
out  now  after  five  years  of 
work  by  two  research  teams. 
And  they  differ  on  how  and 
if  violence  in  TV  shows  affect 


young  viewers. 

One  study,  by  Dr.  Melvin  S. 
Heller,  a  child  psychiatrist, 
and  Dr.  Samuel  J.  Polsky  of 
Temple  University,  found 
that  “exposure  to  aggressive 
television  content  did  not 
lead  to  heightened  assaultive 
behavior.” 

In  other  words,  TV 


violence  didn’t  prompt  kids 
to  whup  up  on  bystanders  or 
objects  any  more  than  was 
their  usual  custom. 

The  other  study,  by 
Lierberman  Research,  Inc., 
says  “under  certain 
conditions  and  depending  on 
the  types  of  violence 
portrayed,  exposure  to

televised  violence  is  capable 
of  producing  increased 
inclination  towards  aggression 
in  children.” 

But  the  words  “is  capable 
of”  and  “increased 
inclination  towards 
aggression”  are  a  bit  waffling. 
They  don’t  actually  say  if  TV 
violence  does  or  doesn’t 
increase  aggression  among 
young  viewers. 

The  Lieberman  study 
covered  nearly  1 0,000  kids, 
aged  7  to  14,  who  lived  in 
New  York,  New  Jersey  and 
Connecticut. 

The  Heller-Polsky  study  of 
TV  violence  and  kids  —  the 


study  also  covered 
adolescents  and  young  adults 
-  involved  a  much  smaller 
sample  of  children,  50  in  all, 
ranging  in  age  from  10  to  15. 

All  were  what  this  study 
called  “emotionally 
vulnerable  children,”  meaning 
that  in  theory  they’re  the 
most  susceptible  of  kids  to 
the  varied  forms  of  violence 
seen  in  television  programs. 

Thirty  were  in  a  school  for 
“emotionally  troubled  and 
learning-disorder.d 
youngsters,”  the  rest  in  “an 
institution  for  dependent 
and  neglected  homeless  boys.” 

An  ABC-prepared  summary 


of  key  findings  in  the 
Lieberman  report  says  shows 
in  which  persons  are  killed 
and  wounded  “produce  the 
greates  increase  in  inclination 
towards  aggression”  by  young 
viewers,  while  “chase  scenes 
and  verbal  violence  generate 
the  smallest  increase.” 


But  the  other  study  found 
‘‘no  demonstrable 
relationship  between  the 
intensity  of  television 
aggression  and  the  intensity 
of  aggressive  behavior  in 
children  following  their 
viewing  of  television 
programs.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -

It  is  based  on 
a  true  story  from  the  Civil 
War:  the  Andrew  Raid,  better 
known  as  “the  great 
locomotive  chase.” 

Jere  LaDue,  an  English 
graduate  student  working 
with  the  society,  pointed  out 
that  Buster  Keaton,  actor, 
producer  and  director,  “never 
smiles-  :in  'h‘iS  films,  and 
although  his  face  does  wear  a 


basically  ‘deadpan’ 
expression,  he  is  not  really 
‘The  Great  Stoneface.’  His 
face  and  his  body  work 
together  to  express  things  in  a 
very  subtle  manner.  His 
acting  is  still  acceptable  to  us 
today,”  she  said. 

William  Inge  received  an 
Academy  Award  for 
“Splendor  in  the  Grass”  for 
the  best  story  and  screenplay. 
The  film,  made  in  1961,  is 
•staged  in  the  1920’s.  It  is 
about  two  youths  who  like 
each  other,  Hentschel  said, 
but  their  parents  try  to 
prevent  their  attachment. 
Much  of  the  story  is  based  on 
the  consequences  of  this 
situation,  Hentschel  said. 

The  director,  Elia  Kazan, 
“makes  films  that  contain  a 
lot  of  social  comment,  using 
individuals  but  it  applies  to 
the  whole  society,”  Hentschel 
said. 

Hentschel  said  Kazan  “has 
been  noted  '  as  bringing  out 
tremendous  performances” 
from  his  actors.  This  was 
Warren  Beatty’s  first  starring 
role,  according  to  Hentschel.
